Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 71 3.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 36. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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Discussed the outstanding rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(b). Particularly discussed the language 
of "hybridizing to at least 15 consecutive bases of the sequence of SEQ ID NO: 9" and the rejection based 
on GenBank Accession No. AA87585 1 . Applicant seems to have the intention of claiming "a nucleic 
acid complementary to at least 15 consecutive base pairs of SEQ ID NO: 9/' as recited in original claim 
11. The Examiner pointed out that one molecule "hybridizes" to another molecule, not to specific bases 
within the molecule and that base pairs are formed between specific bases within the molecule, but that 
the claim does not recite 15 consecutive base pairs. In other words, the nucleic acid disclosed in 
GenBank Accession No. AA87585 1 "hybridizes" to the entire molecule of SEQ ID NO: 9, which 
comprises 39 consecutive bases. In view of the rejection based on Bennett et al. 5 the Attorney questioned 
whether original claim 1 1 could serve as support for a new claim directed to a nucleic acid 
complementary across all 39 bases of SEQ ID NO: 9. Since original claim 1 1 recites "complementary to 
at least 15 consecutive base pairs of the nucleic acid sequence [of SEQ ID NO: 9]" it cannot serve as the 
basis of support for, e.g. "at least 18 consecutive base pairs," "at least 25 consecutive base pairs," or "at 
least 39 consecutive base pairs." The Examiner suggested that the Attorney review the specification for 
proper support for the complementary nucleic acid now sought to be claimed. 

The Attorney questioned the rejection of Claim 40 based on GenBank Accession No. AA87585 1, 
asserting that a kit comprising a set of primers in multiple separate containers is not disclosed. The 
Examiner agrees that the rejection of Claim 40 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) based on GenBank Accession No. 
AA87585 1 should be withdrawn.
